Gardner Maynard Jones has been libra- 
rian of the Salem (Mass.) Public Library 
almost forty years, and is well known 
both in library and other fields through- 
out the country. He was born in Charles- 
town, now a part of Boston, in 1850, and 
was graduated from the Dorchester High 
School to go into the book business. From 
1867 to 1887 he was thus employed, for 
a time being with the Boston Book Com- 
pany (predecessor of the F. W. Faxon 
Co.), of which Mr. Charles C. Soule, an 
ardent A. L. A. member and a library 
trustee, was president. Here again may 
we not find that the desire to become a 
librarian was created, for Mr. Jones left 
the Boston Book Company to become 
a student of the class of 1888 in Melvil 
Dewey’s Library School at Columbia Col- 
lege, New York. On graduation he was 
appointed librarian at Salem, Massachusetts, 
and that library soon developed under 


his guidance to one of the notable ones in 
our state. 

Mr. Jones is a life member of the A. L. A., 
joining in 1887, and has attended twenty- 
six of the annual Conferences. He was 
treasurer from 1897 to 1906 and member 
of the Council 1907 to 1912. When the 
Massachusetts library club was formed 
Mr. Jones was secretary in 1890-91, and 
president 1893-94. An ardent mountain 
lover, and life member of the Appalachian 
Mountain Club, he served that organiza- 
tion as treasurer from 1885-87, and was 
president in 1908. 

He married Miss Kate E. Sanborn, who 
was also a life member of the American 
Library Association, in 1897. Mr. Jones 
is the author of “List of Subject Headings,” 
for use in dictionary catalogs, 1895, second 
edition 1898, and has also written for the 
library periodicals.

Here we have at last a very full book in the field 
of bibliographical instruction. It will be found an 
invaluable aid to the growing army of graduate 
students who with the desire to carry on their 
education have not had at their command hitherto 
an adequate “‘tool” to direct their studies effectively. 
The book first covers practical bibliography ana the 
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discussion of the make-up of a book. Then under 
subject bibliography, the work gives in detail the 
reference publications of each subject, treating this 
more as text chapters than as mere annotated lists. 

Chapters 7 and 8 on “Library science’’ and “Gen- 
eral reference books’’ are especially valuable as giving 
the would-be searcher valuable data. There are 
chapters on Special bibliographies and National 
bibliographies; also a discussion of catalogs, ency- 
clopaedias, journals, and bibliographies, with “a 
bibliography of bibliographies of bibliographies’’ 
which last seems the last word in any summarizing 
of this field. 

The chapters on the History of writing and the 
History of printing, with their many illustrations, 
form a most valuable and interesting part of the book, 
and should surely inspire students with a desire to 
pursue their researches with great enthusiasm. 

The Bibliographical appendix of over 75 pages 
is very full, and a topical index closes the volume.

MAGAZINE NOTES 


American Industries, vol. 26, no. 6, January, 1926, 
was, we thought, the end of a good magazine, for 
Pocket Bulletin of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers followed it. Evidently the change was 
found unwelcome for with vol. 27, no. 9, April, 1928, 
American Industries rises again from the dead and 
circulates among us. 

Architectural Record was one of the last small or 
octavo size magazines, but succumbed to the ways of 
the world and with January, 1928, grew to be a 8% 
x 1134 big magazine. It was the beginning of a new 
volume so we have only praise to bestow upon the 
publisher for this change. 

Architecture, New York, ends vol. 57 with June, 
1928, and begins vol. 58, July, in a new size, 12 x 8% 
inches (the old size was 12) x 934). We congrat- 
ulate Scribner’s Sons on making this change at the 
end of a volume and also may we ada our voicing 
of all librarians’ joy that this magazine has its title 
pages and indexes wired into the final issue of the 
volume. 

Arizona Historical Review is the latest addition to 
our State quarterlies devoted to local history. Vol. 
1, no. 1, is April, 1928. $3.00 yearly. 

Christian Century, vol. 45, no. 25, is immediately 
followed by vol. 45, no. 28. That explains why sev- 
eral of our librarian friends, claiming nos. 26 and 27, 
have asked us the impossible. Still we were glad to 
be able to tell the publishers of the error of their ways, 
and they thank us for so doing. 

Commercial and Financial Chronicle, after countless 
years of issue with its many supplementary numbers 
free with the regular $10.00 subscription, has made 
a very drastic change beginning with 1928. All five 
series of supplements have become separate maga- 
zines, with a separate subscription price. Those of 
our subscribers whose 1928 renewals were received 
before January first will receive during 1928 all sup- 
plementary magazines free. Others will pay $10.00 
extra for renewals or $20.00 extra for new subscrip- 
tions, which are to include all supplements.

Combination prices are made for those desiring 
two Or more of these magazines. 

Current Magazine Contents, vol. 1, no. 1, April, 
1928. A new monthly periodical index covering 
almost the same field as Readers’ Guide, but the 
publisher aims to have the issues available on the 
first of the month, covering monthly periodicals in 
advance of issue, and the weeklies of the month 
previous. 

The arrangement is by general subjects, there being 
about twenty-five divisions. At the end of each 
number is an author index. 

But fiction and poetry are covered separately, 
aga by author, following the main author 
index. 

Two advantages of this new index are very appa- 
rent, first its timeliness, second the short descriptive 
note given under each entry, showing scope of article. 
$5.00 yearly. 

Eastern Art is a new and very interesting quarterly. 
Vol. 1, no. 1, July, 1928, is before us, price $2.00 a 
copy, $6.00 a year. Persia, India, China, and Japan 
offer a vast field in ancient art and such a quarterly 
should be welcome in all art centers of the United 
States. 

McClures, which disappeared from library reading 
rooms when the Hearst people bought the name, and 
Golden Book the subscription list from Col. McClure, 
has again been sold, this time to James R. Quirk, 
and is now a “business man’s magazine.’’ We 
quote Saturday Review of Literature on the change: 
“Well, the typographical and illustrative makeup 
of the New McClures can’t very well deteriorate after 
this issue we saw, for the said issue is the greatest mess 
of shrieking type and bad illustration that we have 
scanned for a long time. What a terrific hodge- 
podge!”’ 

Motion Picture Classic which some time ago found 
it could not change its name to “Classic” and get 
away with it, has just reduced its size a little bit, 
only a matter of a half-inch in length, and an inch 
less in width, yet it was done in the middle of a 
volume. April, 1928, was vol. 27, no. 2, and May in 
the smaller size was vol. 27, no. 3. Now why was 
thisdone? Anyway the cover girl had to remove her 
hat, the May width would only allow for the bobbed 
tresses. 

New Leader, the weekly newspaper devoted to the 
Socialist and labor movement, began the issue of an 
edition to circulate outside New York City, called 
New Leader and American Appeal. First issue was 
December 3, 1927 (vol. 1, no. 1), and was the suc- 
cessor of American Appeal of Chicago founded by 
E.V. Debs. Meanwhile The NewLeader of New York 
keeps on unchanged, so we have a curious biblio- 
graphical quirk. For example, New Leader vol. 7, 
no. 23, is May 26, 1928, and circulates in New York. 
New Leader and American Appeal vol. 1, no. 26, is 
May 26, 1928, and the two are exactly alike, except 
the New Leader has two added pages. We under- 
stand that subscribers to the New Leader, living 
outside New York, have been shifted to New Leader 
and American Appeal, thus throwing out their volume 
numbering. 

News Letter of the LXIVMOS is a mighty inter- 
esting periodical devoted to miniature books. You 
can pronounce that word ‘‘64mos.” if you wish, 
or just look at it and say nothing. Bibliographically 
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we have an unusual periodical, as the various issues 
are gotten out each by a different member of “The 
LXIVMOS club,” at his home address. No. 1 
was printed in New York, no. 2 Boston, no. 3 Brook- 
line, Mass., nos. 4 and 5 at Perth Amboy, New Jersey, 
no. 6 at Mountain View, California, no. 7 in Balti- 
more, no. 8 in Boston, and no. 9 the current issue, 
July 15, 1928, comes from Paris, France. Won’t 
that be a fine set of which to search for back issues? 
The numbers are full of most interesting notes and 
articles on miniature books. We believe many 
libraries will wish to join this unique club of “micro- 
philes” and receive the News Letter. It costs $3.00 
a year, but don’t ask us to find for you the back 
numbers. Maybe the Scrivener, James D. Henderson 
of Greene Street, Brookline, Mass., can furnish them, 
but of course such scarce issues should cost you 
money. 

Ohio State Museum Science Bulletin. Vol. 1, no. 1, 
April 1, 1928. The first issue of an interesting series; 
irregular in issue dependent on suitable papers being 
presented for publication. This first issue is on Ohio 
birds. $1.00. 

Scientific American. When a periodical has 
started a new series of volumes, and has changed from 
a weekly to a monthly, the editor begins casting about 
as to what the next change can be. Changing the 
size is the result. With July, 1927, Scientific Amer- 
ican became 1134 x 834 inches, where formerly it had 
been 13144 x 10144. The change occurred at the 
beginning of vol. 137. 

System. Ever since 1900 until about a year ago 
librarians have known System as a magazine of 
methods, whose sponsors, in their subscription depart- 
ment at least, did not succeed in finding a satisfactory 
method of handling details. When System. became 
Magazine of Business (with June, 1927) -we thought, 
with much relief, that now all would be well, and 
facetious remarks would no longer appear in our mail. 
We were as happy almost as when the magazine 
‘*How to make money’”’ failed and went to that bourne 
whence no magazine returns. System, vol. 1, no. 1, 
June, 1928, is before us, reincarnate, a little son of 
Magazine of Business, née System. 

This new magazine will cover methods and modern 
business practice, while Magazine of Business will be 
for the higher executives exclusively. System is 
$2.50 a year monthly size 9144 x 614 inches. 

There was an English brother of System born in 
1902, which has changed its name from System to 
Business, with vol. 53, no. 3, March, 1928. 


INDEXES AND THE POOR OVERWORKED 
PUBLISHERS 


Sometimes we smile, rather than shed editorial tears 
at the antics of magazine publishers and their so-called 
index problems. May we quote from two recent 
letters. The first is from American Restaurant, on 
receiving a list of library subscribers from us who 
were in need of title and index. 

“You can well understand, we believe, that it 
would be quite a difficult task for us to supply our 
readers with a complete index of the title pages of 
The American Restaurant magazine for a full year. 
We note that several libraries listed in your letter are 
already receiving copies of The American Restaurant 
magazine, and as they undoubtedly keep a complete 
file of their numbers they can very readily get any 
information. You can well appreciate that with the 
great number of subscribers we have, a practice of 
this kind could not be started.” 
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Then here is what Candy wrote a librarian 
direct, after we had requestea for his library a title 
and index. 

“Today we have received instructions from the 
F. W. Faxon Company (subscription agency) asking 
us to send to you a ‘copy of the title page and index 
to vol. 15 of Candy.’ We can’t imagine what they 
are referring to as there are no indexes or title pages 
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to our bound volumes, these merely being the monthly 
issues for the past year bound in one book. If you 
can give us more definite instructions as to the mate- 
rial you need, we shall be glad to help you all we can.” 

Needless to say we cannot give more definite 
instructions to one so “dumb” as to think that 
“merely monthly issues bound in one book” cannot 
possibly have an index.

INTRODUCTION 


The Pulitzer prizes in Journalism and Letters were provided for by Joseph Pulitzer in connection with 
his endowment for the establishment of the Columbia University School of Journalism. 
The awards as created read as follows: 


In Journalism 

“1. For the best and most suggestive paper on the future development and improvement of the School 
of Journalism, or for any one idea that will promise great improvement in the operation of the school, $1,000. 
(Discontinued.) 

2. For the most disinterested and meritorious public service rendered by any American newspaper during 
the year, a gold medal costing, $500. 

eer the best history of the services rendered to the public by the American press during the preceding 
year, $1,000. 

4. . . . (See explanation following later.) 

5. For the best editorial article written during the year; the test of excellence being clearness of style, 
moral purpose, sound reasoning and power to influence public opinion in the right direction, $500. 

6. For the best example of a reporter’s work during the year; the test being strict accuracy, terseness, 
the accomplishment of some public good commanding public attention and respect, $1,000.” 


In Letters 
“7, For the American novel published during the year which shall best present the wholesome atmos- 
phere of American life, and the highest standard of American manners and manhood, $1,000. 
8. For the original American play, performed in New York, which shall best represent the educational 
value and power of the stage in raising the standard of good morals, good taste, and good manners, $1,000. 
9. For the best book of the year upon the history of the United States, $2,000. 
10. For the best American biography teaching patriotic and unselfish services to the people, illustrated 
a pA eminent example, excluding, as too obvious, the names of George Washington and Abraham Lincoln, 


Prize award No. 1 was discontinued after 1920, no award having ever been made. 


Prize award No. 4 which provides for five annual traveling scholarships of $1,500 each, does not come 
within the scope of this bibliography. 
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Beginning for the year 1921, the following prize award in Journalism was added: 

“For the best cartoon published in any American newspaper during the year, the determining qualities 
being that the cartoon shall embody an idea made clearly apparent, shall show good drawing and striking 
pictorial effect, and shall be helpful to some commendable cause of public importance, due account being 
taken of the whole volume of the artist’s newspaper work during the year, $500.” 

A prize award added in Letters beginning for the year 1921, reads as follows: 

“For the best volume of verse published during the year by an American author, $1,000.” 

These annual awards, first made in June, 1917, are recommended by special competent juries for the 
various fields, are acted upon by the Advisory Board, and are made at the commencement exercises at Columbia 


University. 


In each case, the prizes are awarded for publications of the preceding calendar year. 


With the exception of the items indicated, a complete file for which awards have been made appears 
in the Columbia University Library in the Columbiana collection.

A detailed, biographical novel relating the boy- 
hood, adolescence, and young manhood of Felix 
Fay. Though the realities of life in small Miss- 
issippi factory towns claim their share of his con- 
sciousness, his real life is an intellectual revolt 
which enjoys experiments with atheism, socialism, 
poetizing, and unconventional sex relations. 
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Fisher, Dorothy Canfield. 

Bent twig. Holt, 1915. 

Sylvia, the daughter of a Middle West university 
professor, has been brought up on the tradition of 
plain living and high thinking. For a while she 
wavers between the ideals and standards of her family 
and those of the social leaders of the town, but the 
beautiful influence of her mother in the end prevails. 

Squirrel cage. Holt, 1912. 

A vivid picture of the stupidity of convention- 
alities necessary for the understanding of the average 
“small towner.” The heroine drifts into a loveless 
marriage, and then her life is the same as that of 
hundreds of dissatisfied wives. The author gives no 
solution to this much discussed problem. 

Flandrau, Grace Hodgson. 

Cousin Julia. Appleton, 1917. 

An amusing picture of society in a Middle West 
town. Cousin Julia is the wife of a successful 
business man, and a social] climber. The plot is an 
account of her efforts to marry off her three mar- 
riageable daughters. 

Frederick, Harold. 

The Lawton girl. 1890. 

The political, industrial, and social turmoil of a 
small manufacturing town is admirably presented 
in this novel. 

Gale, Zona. 

Birth. Macmillan, 1918. 

A realistic picture of a Wisconsin small town. 
The homely, comfortable life, the sympathy in great 
tragedies, the every-day gossip and pettiness are 
brought out in this tragic story. The pitiful groping 
of a father for means of conveying to his son what 
he must try to get out of life, and the tragedy which 
helps the boy to understand are portrayed with deli- 
cate skill. 

Miss Lulu Bett. Appleton, 1920. 

Miss Lulu Bett “makes her home’”’ with her sister, 
and is the family drudge. After many years of 
wandering, her brother-in-law’s brother comes back, 
and he and Miss Lulu Bett are married. After a few 
weeks, she finds out that he has another wife living, 
but from the experience she has gained a new inde- 
pendence. She returns to her sister’s home, but is no 
longer the drudge. Finally, a worthier man than 
Ninian appears and the story ends on a note of 
happiness. 

Grant, Robert. 

Unleavened bread. 1900. 

The story of a persistent, unscrupulous social 
climber, and a picture of life at the end of the nine- 
teenth century. 

Grayson, David. 

Hempfield. Doubleday, 1915. 

Quiet annals of a pleasant town. The story moves 
along in a slow, uneventful way. The pages are 
filled with complacency and seft satisfaction of the 
people of Hempfield. 

Harrison, Henry Sydnor. 

Queed. Houghton, 1911. 

Mr. Queed is a dired up and eccentric little man 
who is all intellect, but develops to a normal human 
being through his love for the charming Sharlee 
Wayland. The social ideals and atmosphere are 
realistically presented. 

Hay, John. 

Thebreadwinners. Harper, 1884. 

A labor strike of the eighties is dramatically por- 
trayed in this presentation of life in Ohio towns. 
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Holmes, Oliver Wendell. 

Elsie Venner. Houghton, 1860. 

This romance is a study in heredity. Elsie Venner, 
the victim of some pre-natal casualty, shows from 
infancy signs of a serpent nature, which dies when 
she yields to an absorbing love. Social functions 
and religious peculiarities of a New England village 
form a setting for the story. 

Howells, William Dean. 

A modern instance. Houghton, 1883. 

Bartley Hubbard, a vain, selfish, unprincipled 
young man, is editor of the local paper. He marries 
Marcia Gaylord, one of the belles of the town, and 
takes her to Boston. They become more unsuited 
to each other as the years roll on, and finally Marcia 
secures a divorce and returns with her child to the 
home of her parents. Mr. Howells gives a realistic 
picture of American small town life of the seventies. 
Hughes, Rupert. 

In alittle town. Harper, 1917. 

A collection of short stories with the scenes laid 
in imaginary small towns of the Middle West. The 
author does not feel that thre is any essential differ- 
ence between a big town and a small one, and writes 
these stories to prove that desperate events take 
place in the village as well as in the city. 

Hunt, Frazier. 

Sycamore Bend, population 1,300. Harcourt. 1925. 

A panoramic view of life in a small town. Will 
Hadley, owner of the newspaper of Sycamore Bend, 
falls in love with a young woman who is more charm- 
ing than his wife. He moves to New York to get 
away from the girl, but is so disillusioned that he is 
glad to move back to Sycamore Bend where the 
people are kindly, genuine, and honest. 

Jewett, Sarah Orne. 

Deephaven. Houghton, 1877. 

Deephaven is a picture of life in an imaginary 
seaport town, famous for its shipping at one time, 
but now a sleepy, pi¢turesque old place to which 
two girls go for a summer. The story is an account 
of their adventures and friendships. 

Judd, Sylvester. 
Margaret; a tale of the real and the ideal, of 
blight and bloom. 1845. 

Life ina New England village in the early 19th 
century. The religious worship, rustic festivals, the 
prevailing intemperance, and the manners of the 
time are depicted with much realism. Although 
very improbable, the book is of importance in the 
history of American fiction. 

Kester, Vaughan. 

Fortunes of the Landrays. McClure, 1905. 

Three generations of Landrays are portrayed 
together with other families with whose fortunes 
theirs are associated. The story begins and ends 
in an Ohio town. 

Kilbourne, Fanny. 

Mrs. William Horton speaking. Dodd, 1925. 

A human and humorous story of the first year of 
married life told by the nineteen-year-old bride. 
She discovers unsuspected faults in Will, learns to 
drive the Ford, spends some of the money set aside 
in the budget for sickness for a subscription set of 
books, etc. Incidentally, the everyday life in the 
average small town is humorously portrayed. 
Lewis, Sinclair. 

Babbitt. Harcourt, 1922. 

A satire of the American business man. Babbitt 
is a realtor, also a regular fellow, a booster, a Rota- 
rian, an Elk, and Republican. He lives the life of 
the average American prosperous business man in the 
average American city.
